SENATOR DANIEL 


PARALYSIS VICTIM 


Third Stroke Proves Fatal to 


Veteran Lawmaker From 


Virginia. 


LTNCHBURG, 
Va.. June 
30.—John 


Warwick Daniel, who has represented 
Virginia In the United States Senate 
since 18S7, died at his home here last 
night. 
Tlie direct cause of death was 
cerebral hemorrhages and paralysis. He 
previously suffered two strokes—one last 
'all in Philadelphia, and the second in 
Daytona, Fla., during the winter the Sen- 
ator having gone to Florida, to recuper- 
ate. 


John Warwick Daniel was born 
In 


Lynchburg. Va , September 15, 1852. 


At the outbreak of the Civil War he 


was a student in Dynchburg University 
8nd volunteered for cavalry service. He 
was given a commission as second lieu- 
tenant in "Stonewall" Jackson's brigade 
and fought at his side at the battle of 
ilana-seas. He later received the com- 
mission of major and became chief of 
Btaft to General Jubal A. Early. March 


1864, 
he was struck by a rifle bullet 
it the battle of the Wilderness. The loss 
f a leg and other Injuries made him 
Tactically an Invalid for life. 
After the close of the war he took 
. course In law at the University of 
Virginia, and later practiced with his 
father.

The cut in "back haul" lates from terminal points having water 


competition made by the Interst; te Commerce Commission is 
likely to have an unfavorable effect on the trade of the seaport 
towns and commercial centers loc ited on large navigable rivers. 
It will operate to give interior tracing points an artificial advan- 
tage, and to the same extf nt dep ive seaports of the advantage 
nature gave them. 
Thus the reduction of the "back haul" rate 


from Sacramento to Reno cperates to the advantage of Reno and 
the disadvantage of San Fiancisco and Sacramento. 
Reno is the 


supply center of a large district, and'the reduction will help her 
jobbing trade sncl hurt th;.t of Sacramento and San Francisco. 
Sacramento is given a throjgh terminal rate because she is situ- 
ated on a river open to navigation all the year round. 
Reno is 


not given a through terminal rate because she is without trans- 
portation competition by eitl er watt r or rail. Apparently the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission believe•? the government should correct 
the mistake^ of nature. H. vl. Rob rins, president of the San Fran- 
cisco I\Icn-h;riU' A-sociaticn, affe< ts to think the cut in "back 
haul" rate- \M!' rrsr.lt beneficial y to San Francisco.

Gerstlc, president of the San Franci-co Merchants' Exchange, takes 
directly the opposite A icw. . le says ''the decision is a bad thing for 
San Francisco.

was an immunity witness f o • Burn? in the prosecution of Dr. E. B. 
Perrin, a wealthy and reputable ci i/.en of San Francisco. 
Burns 


relieved Snell of legal rcsptmsibili y for several offenses against 
the law and put him on the govcn ment payroll, whereupon Snell 
became a swift and vindicthe witness against Perrin. At the time 
Burns enlisted the services )f Snel as an immunity witness Snell 
was trying to collect from Dr. Per in a claim for legal and other 
services' \\hich Perrin alleged to 
>e a blackmailing one. 
Snell 


apparently attempted to use the crusade against land grabbers in- 
stituted by Secretary Hitchcock a- a leverage to compel Perrin 
to pay him money that Per 'in said lie did not owe and which he 
refused to pay. 
\\hile Per "in \\a^ resisting this alleged attempt 


to blackmail him Perrin wa1 indict' d for land frauds on the testi- 
mony of Snel!. 
For givim this testimony Snell has now been 


indicted on six counts. Per1 in was convicted also on Snell's testi- 
mony, but the judgment wa^ rcvers tl by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals on the ground tb.it documentary evidence tend- 
ing to pro\ e Pcrrin's innocei ce was not permitted to go before the 
jury. 
It has been alleged .hat th • agents of Burns intimidated 


some of fie juiymcn \\ho -;at in I'errin's case. 
Moreover, it is 


charged that Bums was allowed to tell the Grand Jury that in- 
dicted Pert in that Persident Roosev -It wanted him indicted. 
After 


the comiclion of Perrin Slid! made an affidavit in Arizona to the 
effect that the criminal act", he ch'iged against Perrin were not 
committed. 
Tins affidavit 
^as nude under promise that Perrin 


•would I---}' the disputed clnii \ \\hic! Perrin asserted to be a black- 
mailing one.^ After getting he affida\it Pernn refused to pa}' the 
claim, and cites Snell's conduct in th s matter as further proof of his 
villainy. '1 he complaint in a suit ag u'nst Perrin filed by Snell prior 
to the lime that worthy bee; me a contract witness for Burns con- 
tradicts the testimony given at PC rin's trial. The trial of Snell 
will be an interesting one because it involves a question \\hich has 
been a vita! one in Cat fornia for si \ eral years, namely: the com-' 
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pounding of felonies to proc ire te=t mony against persons selected 
for prosecution and the en ployment of immunity contract wit- 
nesses to secure the convict on of persons whose guilt is at least 
an open question, to be determined by friir trial according to law. 
If the charges against Snel are t: ue, Dr. Perrin was made the 
victim of a corrupt alliance bt tween i blackmailer and a conspiratoi, 
who employed perjury, subornation of perjury and jury intimida- 
tion to convict an innocent IT an of h gh standing in the community. 
It will be worth while if 'W lliam J Burns can be forced to come 
back here and give on the w tness s and an account of his methods 
of proccdmc he employed as a gove nment detective.

Wheat—Suffered furtheir bre*ic today, 
and at, the low prices retched it meant 
Ju«t atjput 5c decline from the hl,'h fig- 
ures reached ear)y in the i«ek. T) a Sep- 
tember lost the most. The cloning prices 
today were right around t he botto'n. and 
as fa usually tho ease after a bre.itc, the" 
market looks weak. Ordinarily, hi werer. 
a break of this much oussht to b" quit* 
enough-. Of course the aotlon of t] e New 
York stock market the last few da -a, and 
the bad slump there, todaji. had something 
to dc with the decline ia wheat. Tiere 
were alao some rei>oits of rain In. the 
Northwest, but there was no general rain- 
fall," and there has been no ma'terlal 
chance In the crop outlo&'c in the upring 
wheat country. 
Around the low figures 
todiiy there was the best kind of buying:, 
but there seemed enough wheat lor sale 
to flll up all tht' buyers, and tonlRht It 
loittcs as* if It will see some further de- 
cline tomorrow. 
CertetlnJy w3«a'' ought 
to do to buy again should we Ita/v^ much 
further decline, for, as -we staned before. 
there t« no material change In. t ie crop 
outlook in the spring wheat coomry, and 
some very good authc(rttles 'today say 
that tho winter wheat crop In -Cansaci. 
Missouri, Illinois and Indiana, will prove 
a big disappointment. 
"We still believe 
the total crop, winter and sprine wheat, 
•will be undor rather than over 65'>,000.000 
bushels, and that will be abo'ut 10'i.QOO.OOO 
bushels under 
leist year. 
The spring 
wheat crop lias much to contei d with 
yet; in fact, everything, and' we v ill hear 
more from that country sfiioj-tlj-. 
The dry 
weather scare has not been entire y elim- 
inated, and advices arc tjisul tho vhea,t Is 
heading: out very short, which -will un- 
Voubtedlj' mean poor avecagre ylela per 
acre. It is simply a question nov- where 
this decline will stop, and .it may be well 
to wait until next week to make pur- 
chases. 


Corn—Also was lower today, irtth the 
close at about the low figures of i he day. 
The decline was partly In sympat ly with 
wheat. 
However, as we stated in our 
letter of yesterday, we rather f.-lt that 
the advance in corn yesterday ^v'as not 
warranted. 
This made todaj-'s setback 
perfectly natural. \\'e should sav ought 
to see a little further reaction, 'iut feel 
inclined 
to advise 
purchases «t
